With prices for standard plywood in the United 


about three times the OPA level, U. S. builders are 
beginning to look to Brazil as a potential supplier. 
While plywood manufacture is a comparatively 


pansion, with approximately 250 factories already in 
operation. Many firms are in position to offer plywood 
for the U. S. market, although if U. S. demand con- 
tinues to grow at the present rate Brazil’s plywood 
output for export could be quickly absorbed. 


Brazil’s best customers so far have been Argentina 
and England, but British inability to pay for imports 
in negotiable currency may leave a gap in Brazil’s ex- 
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port market which U.S. plywood importers could fill 
to their own advantage. 

As most of Brazil’s factories are located in the 
southern states of Parana, Santa Catarina and Rio 
Grande do Sul, the wood most used for plywood 
manufacture is the local Parana “pine”, a conifer 
which is not a true pine and is easier to process than 
U. S. pine, which takes too long to dry for most 
efficient use in plywood manufacture. 


Could Boost Output 


Latest estimates from Brazil indicate that 1948 
production of plywood will be approximately 
100,000 cubic meters a month, or around 3,530,- 
000 cubic feet, but quick introduction of U. S. 
capital and technique could spiral this production 
in a few months time.

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Brazil does not suffer from the “lumbermen’s tug 
of war” that hinders plywood production in the United 
States, where scarcity of “peeler” logs has caused con- 
flict between makers of plywood and of finished lum- 
ber, since Brazil has plenty for all concerned. 

Another factor entering into the expected de- 
mand for Brazilian plywood is said to be the re- 
quirements of the Marshall Plan, under which 
about 400 million board-feet of U. S. plywood 
will be sent to Europe. 

This would increase scarcity in the United States 


and make imports from Brazil even more necessary. 
It was pointed out that Brazil will in all probability 
not be called on to supply plywood under the Marshall 
Plan, as Latin America is being limited to furnishing 
food and raw materials. 

On the domestic market, Brazilian plywood is be- 
ing widely used in construction of pre-fabricated 
housing, much in demand because of Brazil’s continu- 
ing housing shortage. One Brazilian firm has already 
started manufacture of plastic-covered, laminated ply- 
wood for this purpose. 


@ BRAZIL WILL SUPPLY COFFEE TO EUROPE UNDER MARSHALL PLAN 


Brazil will be called on to furnish about four 
million bags of coffee to Europe under the Mar- 
shall Plan, according to estimates made in Rio 
de Janeiro. 

It was believed that payment for such shipments 
would be guaranteed by the United States govern- 
ment, although talks were still proceeding on this 
point. 

To keep costs down, it was said, Brazil would be 
asked to supply especially medium and lower grades 
of coffee, which are normally in less demand on the 
foreign market.

@ ALUMINUM HOUSE FLOWN TO 


Brazilian housing authorities are examining an 
all-aluminum prefabricated house flown to Rio 
Janeiro from Miami, Florida, as a possible model 
for construction of low-cost dwellings to relieve 
Brazil’s housing shortage. 

While aluminum prefabs have been made before, 
this is believed to be the first time that one has been 
flown, complete, to its destination. The house, weigh- 
ing one metric ton, has four rooms and a bath. 

Thirty hours after leaving Miami, where it had been 
shipped from the factory in Birmingham, Alabama, 
the house arrived in Rio. It took up just eighty-five 
feet of cargo space on the plane.

BRAZIL AS POSSIBLE MODEL 


Not in Termite Diet 

As frame houses in the tropical areas of Brazil have 
an extremely short life because of tropical wear and 
tear and the appetites of ubiquitous termites, it was 
thought that aluminum might be the answer. It won't 
rot, authorities pointed out, and is not a known part 
of the termite’s diet. 

Brazil is planning to produce enough aluminum 
domestically for manufacture of such houses on a 
large scale if the model is deemed suitable. 

The houses would be used mainly in hot, wet areas. 
Aluminum was said to turn off sun rays better than 
most other materials used in construction.

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@ FINANCES SOUND, BRAZILIAN DEPUTY HORACIO LAFER AFFIRMS 


Speaking during the December session of the Bra- 
zilian Chamber of Deputies, Finance Committee 
Chairman Horacio Lafer declared that Brazil’s finan- 
cial condition “shows undisputable signs of improve- 
ment.” 

Chairman Lafer said that despite the “complex of 
crisis” created in Brazil by years of bad conditions, 
its financial situation is now practically normalized 
as a result of measures undertaken, which can now be 
somewhat relaxed. 


Better Than Argentina 
He pointed out that Brazil has shown a greater in- 
crease in financial receipts during the past year than 
has Argentina. Brazil’s governmental receipts, he said, 
were 3.6 times above last year’s, while Argentina’s 
receipts were up 3.5 times. The rate of this increase, 


@ SUGAR PRODUCTION CENTERED 


With an average sugar crop of around 1,200,- 
000 tons, Brazil is second only to Cuba as a sugar- 
growing country. 

Producing areas are centered in the state of Rio de 
Janeiro, in Sao Paulo and in the regions of Northern 
Pernambuco, the Northeast Zone and Minas Gerais. 

Production of these three zones is about 15,000,000 
60-kilo sacks per crop. The Rio de Janeiro area sup- 
plies about 2,800,000 sacks, Sao Paulo about the same, 
and the huge third zone produces seven to eight 
million. 

There are some 120 refineries in these three zones, 
Pernambuco leading with 58. Biggest growth in pro- 
duction is predicted for Pernambuco, where, it is esti- 


Chairman Lafer declared, was greater than the expen- 
diture rate.

“Brazil’s financial situation shows undisputable 
signs of improvement. For the first time, we shall have 
practically no deficit in 1947, the Treasury has re- 
serves in the Bank of Brazil, currency emission was 
slowed down, and speculation in the credit field was 
successfully fought. 

“Of course, we still have to pay off previous debts. 
But we can hope that soon, instead of merely finding 
financial solutions to financial problems, we can use 
good financing methods to stimulate a good economy. 

“By balancing the budget, adjusting our expendi- 
tures to our resources, and increasing production, 
Brazil can reach financial equilibrium, inspiring full 
confidence at home and abroad.”

Production in Sao Paulo, according to state authori- 
ties, could easily be increased to 4,000,000 sacks, but 
production quotas have been enforced. 

In Recife, capital of Pernambuco, two Experiment 
Stations operate under the Research Center of the 
Ministry of Agriculture, headed by agronomist Dr. 
Alvaro Barcelos Fagundes. Another important re- 
search center is at Campos, in Rio de Janeiro. 

Canefields in Pernambuco are irrigated in great 
part, while the Rio de Janeiro fields need little addi- 
tional water. Experiment stations in these two areas 
work out the best methods for the particular environ- 
ment. 


@ NEW BRAZILIAN RULINGS DISCOURAGE NON-ESSENTIAL IMPORTS 


Brazilian regulations that foreign exchange ap- 
plications covering import of non-priority goods 
will be approved only on presentation of customs 
clearances and other pertinent documents are ex- 
pected to eliminate a great deal of the “high- 
pressure salesmanship” used by a few U. S. ex- 
porters eager to foist on Brazilians various worth- 
less items unsaleable at home. 

Under the new regulations, payment cannot be ob- 
tained by the exporter of such goods until consider- 
able time has elapsed after they are received by the 
importer in Brazil, This would imply a certain amount 
of understandable risk for the exporter of shoddy 


goods. 


The main purpose of the new rulings, however, 


was believed to be to discourage as much as pos- 
sible the importing of articles unessential to Bra- 
zilian consumption in view of the increasing seri- 
ousness of Brazil’s dollar exchange position. 

At the same time, the regulations would leave a 
greater amount of dollar exchange available for pur- 
chase by Brazilian firms of essential and worthwhile 
products, to the benefit of U. S. exporters of such 
articles. 

Previously, applications for foreign exchange to pay 
for non-essential or “fourth category” goods were filed 
by the importer before customs clearance, making 
allocation of the exchange immediate after clearance. 

Rapid foreign exchange facilities are still in force 
for importers of essential items.

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@ CONSTRUCTION GETS BIGGEST 


Indicating Brazil’s concentration on construction 
activities, the biggest allotment under her 1948 budget 
was assigned to the Ministry of Communications and 
Public Works. 

The Ministry was assigned 2,840,041,230 cru- 
zeiros, or approximately 150,000,000 dollars. 
Much of this will go into improvement of ports 
and transportation, of considerable interest to 
U. S. foreign traders. 

The Ministry of Education and Health also came in 
for an increased allotment in the 1948 budget, receiv- 
ing 1,597,217,538 cruzeiros, or about 80 million dollars. 


@ OIL REFINERY WILL BE BUILT IN 


An oil refinery covering an area of one million 
square meters will be built this year in Capuava, 
near Sao Caetano in the southern Brazilian state of 
Sao Paulo. 

Construction is expected to get underway by 
March, with installation costs estimated at about 
600,000,000 cruzeiros. Only Brazilian capital will be 
used in financing the enterprise. 


Will Use Outside Oil 


In the beginning, the refinery will handle oil from 
foreign sources, but as Brazil’s own petroleum reserves 
are developed, domestic oil will be shipped or piped 
from all nearby zones. 

Experts have estimated that the refinery will be 
able to produce 60 percent gasoline, 20 percent fuel 
oil and 10 percent kerosene from the type of crude oil 
to be imported. 


To Handle 20,000 Bblis. 


It was calculated that the refinery will be able 
to handle about 20,000 barrels of crude oil a day. 
This would mean a daily output of 12,000 barrels 
of gasoline, 4,000 of fuel oil, and 2,000 barrels of 
kerosene. 

Only necessary expenditures in foreign exchange 
will be those sums spent on crude oil purchases, which 
would come to about 40,000 dollars a day at the rate 
of two dollars a barrel. 

This was expected to mean an immediate saving, 
from the standpoint of foreign exchange expenditure, 
of about 450 million cruzeiros a year. 


ALLOTMENT IN BRAZILIAN BUDGET 


It was surpassed, however, by the Ministry of War, 
which was allotted nearly two and a half billion cru- 
zeiros—around 125,000,000 dollars. 

Lowest allotment among the ministries in the 1948 
budget was that assigned to the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. This Ministry received only 125,585,166 cru- 
zeiros, or a little more than 6,300,000 dollars. 

Total disbursements foreseen under the new budget 
amount to 14,596,041,044 cruzeiros, while all income 
was placed 14,597,320,000 cruzeiros, allowing for a 
slight surplus.

INCOME TAX FEATURES 


Features of the new Brazilian income 
tax law of special interest to U. S. in- 
vestors include: 


1) The excess profits tax law No. 6224, 
decreed January 24, 1944, is repealed. 


2) Tax on earnings of persons or firms 
domiciled abroad are up from 10 to 15 
percent, but exemption is granted on earn- 
ings invested in expansion of Brazilian in- 
dustrial equipment. 


3) Tax on non-government bearer se- 
curities is increased from 8 to 15 percent. 


4) Thirty percent of the earnings of 
foreign films will now be taxed at 20 in- 
stead of 10 percent. 


5) Losses in one year are chargeable to 
the earnings of the three following years. 


6) Sums resulting from revaluation of 
assets are taxable if they do not represent 
restoration of capital. If compensatory re- 
serve accounts are set up, the tax applies 
only after four years.

@ DATE FOR REGISTRATION OF FOREIGN CAPITAL IS EXTENDED 


Foreign capital invested in Brazil will have until 
March $1, 1948, to complete registration, according to 
latest reports from the Bank of Brazil. A previous rul- 
ing had instructed such capital to register by Decem- 
ber 31, 1947. 

The three-months additional time was allotted to 
enable foreign investors to complete inventories in 


some cases and to avoid penalizing those who had de- 
layed registration through no fault of their own. 

The previous ruling had stated that present or 
future investments of foreign capital will lose rights 
of return or transfer of profits if not duly registered 
with the Bank of Brazil. 
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ITEMS OF GENERAL INTEREST 


Beer Tax Boosted 
Brazil has increased the consumption tax on foreign 
and domestic beer by .05 cruzeiro on each half-liter, 
whatever the container may be. The tax took effect 
last November 4. The tax on imported beer of high 
fermentation was increased to .65 cruzeiro from .6 
cruzeiro.

Belo Horizonte Builds 
The State Assembly of Minas Gerais is expected to 
authorize construction in Belo Horizonte, state capi- 
tal, of some 450 low-rent houses for low-income 
groups. Belo Horizonte recently celebrated its fiftieth 
anniversary. It is a planned city built by the state on 
a plateau 2,500 feet above sea-level.

More Schools Planned 


Brazil’s Minister of Health and Education, Dr. 
Clemente Mariani, has announced plans for 1,500 
new schools, mostly in rural areas, and 20 more 
teachers training institutions. The government al- 
so plans to set up 10,000 additional classes for 
adult illiterates. About that number are said to 
be in operation now.
